Plant for Permanence 


Amur Maple 


by DONALD WYMAN 


OME OWNERS frequently need a 
H small shade tree for their home 

grounds—a tree that is dense 
and bushy, gives plenty of shade, yet 
requires littlke care. The Amur maple 
(Acer ginnala) fills these requirements. 
One of the hardiest of woody plants 
(hardy way up to the Hudson Bay coun- 
try in Canada), it has an extremely 
wide range of usefulness in the colder 
areas of North America as well as the 
milder parts. 

A native of northern China, Korea 
and Japan, it was probably first intro- 
duced into America about 1860. 

At maturity it will be about 20 feet 
high and will be dense and rounded. 
Unless pruned, it may grow more or 
less as a large shrub with several trunks. 
In fact, it has been used in the shelter- 
belt plantings on the Great Plains of 
the midwestern United States because 
of its hardiness and its bushy, wind- 
resisting character. 

The three-lobed leaves are about 3 
inches long, the central lobe being twice 
as long as the side lobes. These leaves 
are a lustrous dark green color and turn 
a vivid scarlet in the fall, one of the 
most valued ornamental characteristics 
of this small tree. 

The fruits of many maples are not 
of much ornamental interest, merely be- 
ing two-winged samaras which are often 
none too conspicuous. The fruit of the 
Amur maple, however, turns a bright 
red in the early summer and remains 
colorful throughout the entire summer 
and early fall while the leaves of the 
tree are still green. 

The seed should be sown as soon as 
ripe for easy germination. It may be 
of interest to note that this seed has 
been stored in airtight containers, placed 
at 32-40° Fahrenheit temperature, and 
kept viable for two and one-half years. 
However, a much easier way to store the 
seed (if it cannot be sown as soon as it 
is ripe) is to mix it with a very little 
moist peatmoss or sphagnum moss— 
just enough to keep the seed moist- 
place this mixture in a tightly closed 
polyethylene bag and put it in the 
home electric refrigerator until the fol- 
lowing spring, when it may be sown. 
Usually, if one looks around carefully 
under an old tree, one can find numer- 
ous seedlings that are suitable subjects 
for transplanting. 

This fibrous-rooted maple is easy to 
transplant, and its roots are not no- 
torious for robbing the soil of food 
as are those of the Norway maple.¢

Incense Cedar 


by LESTER ROWNTREE 


NCENSE CEDAR (Libocedrus decur- 
i] rens) is one of the few trees native 
to the West Coast that will cheer- 
fully take all of the many zones, climates 
and exposures of the Pacific states. It is a 


mountain evergreen, wild from Baja 
California, north into the Cascades. 


Incense cedar is hardy in Massachu- | 


setts; in the West it can go through a 
rainless summer as easily as it accus- 
toms itself to a watered lawn. In the 
Coastland garden and in the hot Cen- 
tral Valley it is tall and sedately con- 


tent and yet, on exposed mountain | 
ranges above 7000 feet, I have seen it a | 
picturesque dwarf, stunted and gnarled | 


by storms and winds, writhing low 
among foot-high, old tamarack pines 
and junipers. 

A mature incense cedar may reach 
155 feet. The crown is open and irregu- 
lar. The handsome bark may be sev- 
eral inches thick. A rich cinnamon- 
brown, it is shaggy and. broken into 
longitudinal plates. The juvenile tree is 
nearly columnar, wearing a spire. Un- 
less trimmed high, the lower branches 
of incense cedar will sweep the ground. 
The tiny scale-like leaves are arranged 
in four rows, and the general effect is 
that of flat, ferny sprays, dark and 
glossy on both sides and slightly droop- 
ing. The delightful little cone is one 
of this tree’s most attractive features 


and it, as well as the foliage, is popular | 
for decorative purposes. The cone, | 


which matures early in the first au- 
tumn, is about an inch long and three- 
quarters of an inch through; the side 
scales spread like flower petals. In late 
summer the tree drips with the rich 
golden-brown of these extended cone 
scales releasing their seeds. 


Even when it is an old tree, incense 


cedar is satisfactory for the small gar- 


den as it does not have much limb | 


spread. It is hard to find exposures or 
garden conditions that are not suitable, 
for it will take sun or shade, drought 
or moderate moisture, shelter or wind. 
Little pruning is necessary unless you 
want high clearance; then grass or wild 
evergreen beach strawberry are good as 
ground covers beneath this tree. Though 
usually planted alone, the incense cedar 
is also a good background for shrubs. 
Propagation of this quick-growing 
native is by cuttings or seed started out- 
doors or under glass. Do this in the 
fall or spring. Move young plants to 
containers when they are 6 or 8 inches | 
tall. Most West Coast nurseries carry 
incense cedar in 1- and 5-gallon cans. |

This practice of with- 
holding water will prepare the bushes 
for winter. The more these plants harden 
tissue and bud, the greater their chance 
of avoiding injury. If their growth is 
kept soft by watering and fertilizing, 
as is sO often practiced, injury is in- 
evitable. Later, in October, when the 
tissues have ripened, the plants can be 
given lots of water. 


Transplanting Evergreens 





Both broad-leaved and coniferous 
trees can be transplanted now. It’s best 
to use nursery-grown plants, for it is 
difficult to dig plants from the wild 
and get a good ball of soil with the | 
roots. However, it is fairly safe to dig | 
small-sized rhododendrons, mountain 
laurel and native azaleas. But before 
you get out the spade be sure to check 
with the state department of conserva- 
tion to see if it’s permissible to remove 
these plants from the wild in your 
area. Large plants often do not trans- 
plant successfully, even the nursery- 
grown ones. With wrong handling any 
plant will fail. Plants whisked along 
in an automobile or truck, with their 
leaves whipping in the breeze, plants 
sitting around without protection over 
their roots, or plants set in a dry garage 
for several days will suffer a severe set- 
back, and may not recover. A securely 
balled root mass may seem safe, but 
if the plant is yanked up by the stem 
or trunk, dropped on the ground or 
rolled around in handling so that the 
soil ball splits, failure is certain.¢

Southern 
Ramblings 


by BEN ARTHUR DAVIS 


HE RECENT ANNUAL MEETING of 
[ie American Hemerocallis So- 

ciety held at Baton Rouge was, | 
think, one of the greatest and most 
successful specialty horticultural meet- 
ings ever held in this country. From 
the standpoint of attendance, it was ap- 
proximately fifty per cent larger than 
previous meetings of the organization; 
from that of enthusiasm, it could not 
have been better or more inspiring. 

Practically every geographical area 
of the country was represented. From 
Omaha, a thousand miles away, thirty- 
nine “fans” came by chartered bus; 
from New England and New York, 
sizable numbers; and from the South 
they poured in by the hundreds. 

As is customary with these annual 
meetings, touring gardens where day- 
lilies are liberally planted was one of 
the outstanding features of the gather- 
ing. The convention city is always an- 
nounced three years in advance 
(Omaha in 1956, Tulsa in °57 and 
Houston in °58), which enables the 
host clubs to begin from scratch, if 
necessary, and yet have time to place 
their gardens in creditable condition by 
the time the meeting is held. And | 
will emphasize that the day-lily-minded 
gardeners of the Baton Rouge area took 
full advantage of their time—every 
minute of it. 


Outstanding Gardens 


Any report of the meeting should at 
least mention some of the outstanding 
gardens visited. Those of the Claude 
W. Davises, T. N. Farrises, H. E. Nel- 
sons, J. H. Blacks, J. S. Fores, Alvin 
Sholars, Roy L. Mayhews, W. E. 
Monroes, B. W. Pegues and F. L. Arm- 
strongs were notable. One saw not only 
the best of the named varieties in bloom, 
but in many of these gardens—espe- 
cially in those of the Nelsons, Pegues 
and Sholars—there were great numbers 
of unnamed seedlings that were little 
less than amazing. These gardens, in 
conjunction with the test garden, gave 
one a preview of the day-lilies of to- 
morrow. 

Some of the best seedlings were yet 
unnamed, but a few varieties, some re- 
cently introduced and others not quite 
so new, that appealed strongly to me 
included: ATTAINMENT, flower closely

HOUGH AUTUMN does not arrive 


by NORVELL GILLESPIE 
officially for a few more days, gay 
flowers of summer are already dis- 


appearing in the higher altitudes and 
leaves are changing color. In the milder 


areas, outdoor color will last for a few 
more weeks. 
But all over the West, fall brings 


many important things to do as a new 
season opens. It’s time for planting new 
lawns and patching up old ones. It’s 
the last opportunity to sow seeds of 
perennials for bloom next season. New 
beds have to be prepared for the fall 
bulbs. Harvesting of summer vegetables 
is yet to be done, and additional ground 
must be readied for the winter vege- 
table plot. 

It’s fun to garden in September—and 
the rewards will be enjoyed for many 
months. 





Cause of Bud Drop 


Bud drop on fuchsias, camellias and 
begonias can usually be attributed to 
lack of ample and continuous moisture. 
The soil should be humusy, partly to 
hold the moisture around the roots and 
to make the nourishment more readily 
available to the plants. Monthly feeding 
with a liquid fish plant food helps to 
maintain large blooms over a longer 
period and keep them in good growing 
condition. 


Check for Scale 


Check over the shrubs to make sure 
the main trunks are free of scale insects. 
At first signs of them, spray with a 
good summer oil spray. The “backs” 
of these scaly pests are still soft and 
for that reason an oil spray will clean 
them up easily now. If you put the job 
off until wintertime, it becomes almost 
impossible. 


Start Sweet Peas 


Sweet pea planting time is here for 
folks in mild spots—from San Francisco 
south to the Mexican line, where winter 
bloom outdoors is possible. 

Be sure to use seeds of the early- 
or winter-flowering types. The dealers 
have big jumbo packages at bargain 
prices. Remember that the little sweet

The birds can be kept 
away by hanging shining little discs on 
strings. Sweet peas like a sunny spot 
and a soil enriched with Canadian peat- 
moss and steer manure. 


Perennials from Seeds 


There’s still time to sow seeds of 
perennials if you get them planted at 
once. Try: coreopsis, gaillardias, pent- 
stemons, Canterbury bells, hollyhocks, 
gazanias, Mexican primroses, delphin- 
iums, rehmannias, foxgloves and tha- 
lictrum. The last three are for shade; 
the others are sun lovers. 


Keep Watering 


Generally speaking, September is the 
time to cut down on watering. The idea 
is to harden off plants for the coming 
winter. Yet, September days are often 
the hottest, so that water is essential. 

Watch the water problem carefully. 
You never save “garden money” by 
economizing on irrigation. Don’t waste 
water; simply do the job correctly.

nials is in full swing in the Middle 

West. As one expert puts it, 
“Peonies should be transplanted at 9:00 
A.M. on September 15.” 

Not that the timing is that precise, 
but by that date roots are mature and 
can be divided safely. The sooner this 
is done, the more winter-resistant the 
new plant will be. 

A reminder: This is the month of 
dahlia shows; so if you plan to ex- 
hibit, be sure to disbud the large- 
flowered types, removing all but the 
largest bud in each cluster. Feeding the 
plants with a fertilizer high in phos- 
phorus and potash, but low in nitrogen, 
will improve the keeping quality of the 
tubers next winter. 

Don’t neglect gladiolus plantings 
after flowering. If other food is scarce, 
thrips will attack your gladiolus at this 
time; so keep the spray working.

The Storage Season 


The end of September will open the 
bulb-storage season over the northern 
tier of Midwestern states. It will pay 
to be ready ahead of time, with the 
Storage cellar swept clean and the walls 
washed down with a good fungicide. 
If the same space is to be used for 
root crops, try to use clean new sand 
for these. Bulb diseases often 
brought into storage on the contami- 
nated soil around root vegetables. 

Squash and pumpkin storage is a 
tricky thing. The fruits should go into 
storage as bruise-free as possible. Cut 
off the stems when harvesting—don’t 
break them—and treat the cut end with 
a pinch of sulfur to prevent entry of 
fungi. Cure in a 70° to 80° room for 
at least three weeks, then store at 50°. 

A good pear is usually ripened off 
the tree. Wrap winter varieties in soft 
paper and store on dry shelves until 
wanted. Keep at temperatures below 
42°, but above freezing, until wanted 
then ripen in a 70° room 

Green tomatoes should not be stored 
cool. They will have better flavor if 
ripened between 55° and 70° on an 
open shelf. Personally, I dislike the 
flavor of any but vine-ripened fruit, and 
am through with tomatoes for the year 
when frost kills the vines.

Since quack 
grass likes a firm soil, loosening it just 
before freezing weather helps destroy 
this pest.

Aids for making 


your own compost 


by WILLIAM L. MEACHEM 


7 OU DON’T HAVE TO LOOK far.-at 
this time of the year to find the 


makings for a lot of compost. 
Some leaves are already beginning to 
fall and there are vegetable plants which 
have yielded their crop and are now 
ready to go back and replenish the soil. 

Compost making, you might say, 
isn’t in the realm of garden equipment. 
But it is. Just as in any garden opera- 
tion, the right equipment goes a long 
way in helping you do the job easier 
and better. There are many ways to 
make a compost heap or pile and some 
people prefer to make compost in a 
bin. If you're attracted to the latter 
method, there is a plan for a wooden 
compost bin on page 26. 

The most important ingredient in 
making compost is the green or organic 
material which actually breaks down 
into humus. This you can’t buy—you 
have to gather it yourself. A few ex- 
amples of what you might use are: 
leaves, vegetable tops, weeds, grass clip- 
pings, hedge clippings, 
above-ground portions of spent peren- 
nials and even some of the 
that usually goes into the garbage can. 

Nature makes its own compost in the 
woods and we use this in the form of 
leafmold. But, let’s face it, it takes 
Nature a long time to break this mate- 
rial down. For our home 
want compost a little faster. 
where compost activators help. There 


are basically two types of compost ac- | 


tivators: one is a chemical and the 
other is bacterial. What the chemical 
activator does is to supply the food 
for the bacteria which break down the 
vegetable material. There are prepara- 
tions made especially for this such as 
Apco, but you can also use chemical 
plant food to do the same thing. The 


very fast-acting soluble fertilizers seem | 


to work best. Ra-Pip-Gro should be 
very good for this purpose. Put on in 


liquid form, it will not only supply the | 


food for the bacteria but also moisten 
the compost—and compost has to be 
kept constantly moist. Also, what food 
the bacteria don’t use will remain in the 
compost to improve the garden.

The best known of this type 
of activator is AcTivo. The strains of 
bacteria in this activator have been care- 
fully nurtured so that they work with 
greater speed and efficiency. Another 
excellent organic activator is made by 
BURKLEIGH. I’m tempted to try both 
kinds on the same compost pile some 
time. 


Other Equipment Helps 


Piling up layers of organic material, 
soil and activator is only part of mak- 
ing compost. It has to be turned over 
at least once in the course of a year. 
The whole mass has to be thoroughly 
mixed to get even decomposition. I 
remember back in my apprentice days 
this was a regular job. It’s best to use 
a fork for this—either a spading or 
manure fork. A spade or shovel will 
be a little difficult. 

The mechanized way of preparing 
compost is to grind the raw material 
either before it is added to the pile or 


|after it has decomposed. The W-W 


GRINDER and KEMP SHREDDER are ma- 
chines that will do both. My own per- 


| sonal theory is that grinding and using 
| after partial decomposition (about the 


time it has to be turned) is ideal. Then 
there will be material in various stages 
of decay and the compost will be effec- 
tive longer in the soil.

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to fall-planted material are often lost 
over the winter. You need good ones, 
because it’s surprising how you can for- 
get the name of something by the time 
spring comes. Have you ever noticed 
the labels used in botanic or display 
gardens? Many are metal strips with 
the name embossed on them. You can 
make these labels, too. The ROOVERS 
label embosser is a small tool designed 
for the home gardener. It is a self-con- 
tained unit with a supply of metal for 
tags, a hole-punching mechanism and 
cut-off device. 

Planting bulbs, though, is the real 
fall-planting operation. 
planter helps a lot. There are many 
types on the market, small and large, 
but I prefer the larger ones. One in 
particular that I have used is Don’s 
Danpy DicGerR. This is a rugged tool 
with a step on the side for extra lever- 
age with the foot. It also has inches 
marked on the side so it isn’t necessary 
to measure the depth of the hole. The 
diameter of the hole is over 3 inches, 
which is large enough for all but the 
largest bulbs. 


Insects Aren’t Relaxing 


Even though the weather may be 
getting a little cooler, it is no indication 
that insects are relaxing. They’re still 
on the rampage. In fact, insects and 
diseases are active even in the more 
northerly areas up into October. If the 
insects aren’t relaxing, we shouldn't 
relax our use of the sprayer and duster. 
Don’t forget, either, that the mildew 
disease is very damaging in the fall. 

It might be a good idea, then, to 
look over your spraying equipment. If

Make yourself a compost bin 
ii 


HERE’S HARDLY A GARDENER, I’m 
sure, who would deny that having 
a ready supply of compost is ideal. 
Here’s how to make a compost bin. 
The idea for our compost bin came 
from the California Redwood Associa- 
tion, and they recommend that an all- 
heart grade of redwood be used. This 
is important because the bacteria which 
decay the green material can also act 
on the wood. All-heart redwood resists 


decay. If redwood is not used, be sure 
to treat all wood with a good wood pre- 
servative that will not leave any residue 
in the compost harmful to plants. 
From the plan, you can see that the 
top is hinged so that it can be com- 
pletely opened, and there is provision 
at the top for adding composting ma- 
terial and activators. (For a review of 
composting equipment, see page 23.) 
There is also an opening at the bot-

tom for easy removal of the decom- 
posed compost. The bottom is angled 
down toward the center. This is to pre- 
vent material from building up in cor- 
ners which are difficult to get at. Air 
is extremely important in composting. 
There should be ample air coming 
through the bottom and top openings. 

Provision is also made to partition 
off two sections. This is optional but 
preferred by many gardeners. While 
one side is decaying, you can add to the 
other. 

Here is the amount of lumber you'll 
need to build this bin: 16 lin. ft. 1x2; 
12 lin. ft. 1x4; 52 lin. ft. 2x2; 30 lin. 
ft. 2x4; 424 lin. ft. 1x4 T&G; 20 lin.

Roses in Texas 


HIS YEAR thousands of rose lovers 
[trom the Southwest and Midwest 

will flock to see the rose display at 
the Texas Municipal Rose Garden in 
Tyler, one of the nation’s newest. 

The rose garden nestles in the center 
of a large .park of towering oaks and 
pines, which is beautifully landscaped 
with terraces, winding stairways and 
gravel walkways, and is lighted at night. 

On a hill overlooking the rose garden 
is the Garden Center Building where 
an annual spring flower show and the 
Texas Rose Festival are held. This year 
the festival will be on October 21, 22 
and 23, and the American Rose So- 


| ciety’s annual convention on October 


24, 25 and 26. 

Since it was first started in 1952 the 
garden has been enlarged to 22,615 rose 
bushes in 374 varieties, including a 
special section of All-America winners 
of 1955 and previous years, a miniature 
rose garden, a section of new varieties 
—some yet unnamed—and an experi- 
mental half-acre for demonstration of 
how a rose is grown. There are 9,600 
hybrid tea roses in 189 varieties, 11,204 
floribundas and polyanthas in 96 va- 
rieties, and 14 tree roses in 4 varieties.

The city 
park department made good use of 
Tyler's waste. They mixed leafmold 
made from leaves swept off Tyler 
streets and sterilized sewage sludge as 

basis for the soil in the rose beds.

Columbus Park of Roses 


There’s still time to visit the Colum- 
bus, Ohio, Park of Roses, which is 
open through September.

Have a First-aid Kit Handy for Your House Plants 


VERY HOUSE-PLANT LOVER should 
EK have a kit containing the mate- 

rials necessary for keeping his 
plants healthy and well groomed. The 
three major components of such a kit 
should be a plant food, an insecticide 
and a leaf cleaner and shiner. Proper 
use of all three will give more beauty 
and longer life to house plants. 


House-plant Food 


As a rule, plants recently purchased 
from a florist do not require an immedi- 
ate application of plant food. They 
will usually flourish for several months 
on the fertilizer applied by the commer- 
cial grower before they left his green- 
house. After this period, however, the 
plants must be fed if they are to 
thrive. 

Although there is no rule-of-thumb to 
follow in feeding house plants, one im- 
portant point to remember is that they 
should be fed just before or during 
the time they are growing actively. They 
should not be fed when they are mak- 
ing no growth. The inactive period 
varies with each plant, but as a rule, 
most foliage plants make least vege- 
tative growth during the winter months. 

Because house-plant fertilizers are 
more effective when applied in solution, 
the best kinds to use are the high 
analysis, completely soluble kinds such 
as Ra-Pid-Gro, Hyponex, Miracle-Gro, 
Gro-Stuf, Garden-Life etc. The amount 
to use varies with the brand. Therefore, 
the manufacturer’s directions should be 
followed carefully. 

Fertilizers such as 5-10-5 or 4-12-4, 
commonly used on outdoor soils, can 
also be used for house plants. The usual 
amount is one level teaspoonful for each 
plant growing in a container of 6 inches 
or larger. Because some of their in- 
gredients are only slightly soluble, this 
type of fertilizer is applied dry and 
then scratched lightly into the soil and 
watered in. 


The frequency of application de-

pends on the size of the plants, their 
growth status and the season. In winter, 
foliage plants should not be fed more 
than once a month. When they are 
growing actively, they can be fed every 
two weeks. 

Fertilizer tablets, sold under several 
brand names, are also available for 
house plants. They are most effective 
when dissolved in water and applied in 
solution rather than pressed dry into the 
soil. I have observed a number of cases 
of root burning when the tablets were 
applied dry. 

Some people frequently prescribe 
feeding house plants with liquid manure 
prepared by soaking cow manure in 
water. I see no reason for resorting to 
this ancient method in these days of 
high-analysis, quickly soluble chemical 
plant foods, which are clean and easy 
to handle. 

A final word of caution: do not over- 
dose house plants with chemical fer- 
tilizers. Follow the manufacturer’s di- 
rection to the letter. Also remember 
that the mere application of plant food 
will not remedy ills that are due to poor 
growing conditions such as lack of 
light, improper soil drainage, unfa- 
vorable temperatures and an _ exces- 
sively dry atmosphere. 


House-plant Insecticides 


The second component of a house- 
plant kit is a good insecticide. It may 
sound discouraging, but the fact is 
that no matter how carefully the gar- 
dener watches house plants, sooner or 
later pests of one kind or another are 
bound to infest them. The pests are 
brought in on newly acquired plants or 
even on cut flowers. Others can fly in 
through open windows or doors during 
the summer. In any case, one must 
examine the plants periodically for 
telltale symptoms of insect damage or 
for the presence of the insects them- 
selves. 


Among the more important insect 


pests of house plants are: aphids, white 
flies, mealy bugs, scales and thrips, and 
such closely related pests as spider mites 
and cyclamen mites. 


Aerosol Sprays 


The newest and most convenient way 
to apply small quantities of insecticides 
is with pressurized aerosol bombs or dis- 
pensers. 

There is a special knack in using 
these properly. The nozzle of the can 
must be held 12 to 18 inches from the 
plant before the release button is 
pressed. This allows the propellant to 
evaporate before it reaches the plant 
but still permits the deposition of the 
insecticide. The contents should be 
applied in short, one-second bursts to 
avoid overwetting the plants. Holding 
the nozzle too close to the plant may 
also result in some plant damage. 

It is advisable to read the directions 
on the aerosol cans carefully, because 
the aerosols cannot be used on all house 
plants. Cyclamen and maidenhair ferns, 
for example, may be damaged by the 
ingredients in some of the aerosol 
bombs on the market. Some also con- 
tain materials which will soften, stain or 
discolor certain plastics, asphalt tiles 
and furniture finishes. Hence, such ma- 
terials must be protected when the

Hand Spraying 


Insecticides can also be applied with 
hand-operated, pressure sprayers of 
One-pint or one-quart capacity. The 
better kinds deliver a continuous spray. 

The materials used in this type of 
applicator do not come ready-mixed 
and so must be diluted beforehand. 

The best insecticide for house plant 
pests is malathion. It is obtainable in 
liquid or wettable powder form and 
must be diluted or dissolved in water. 

Although malathion is considered a 
relatively safe insecticide to handle, I 
suggest that plants to be sprayed with 
it be moved to the basement or garage 
for spraying. My reasons for suggest- 
ing this procedure are to make doubly 
sure that people and pets are not affected 
in any way, and to minimize the dis- 
comfort produced by malathion’s odor. 

A number of insects including the 
larval stage of fungus gnats, springtails 
and symphilids frequently infest soil 
in which house plants are growing. 
These, as well as other lower forms of 
animal life, can be easily controlled 
by dusting the soil surface lightly with 
5 per cent chlordane or | per cent 
lindane dust and lightly watering it in. 


Plant Cleaner and Shiner 


Because the leaves of house plants 
last for long periods, they are excellent 
dust collectors. To keep foliage plants 
looking their best, leaves should be 
freed of dust periodically. Old-fashioned 
mild soap and water will do the trick, 
but it does not leave the shiny bright 
color that is most desirable. Special 
leaf-cleaning and shining materials are 
on the market for just this purpose. 
Some of the better kinds contain either 
lanolin or a plastic as the active in- 
gredient. I have used the product sold 
us Gloplant for several years and found 
that it does a good job. Others on the 
market are Plant Shine, Floraglow and 
Black Magic. 

No matter which cleaner is chosen, 
ii is important to use it only on the 
upper surface, because this is the sur- 
face that collects dust and is in need 
of cleaning and because the breathing 
pores, or stomates, are relatively few 
on this surface. Most of the stomates 
are on the lower surface. Hence, noth- 
ing that might clog or disrupt their 
functioning should be used there. 

Hairy-leaved plants like African vio- 
lets, gloxinias and the Chinese velvet 
plant, Gynura aurantiaca, should not 
be treated with leaf-shining materials. 
The leaves of such plants should be 
dusted with a small camel’s hair brush.

“Y ARDENING HISTORY WAS MADE this spring in the 
little community of Manhasset, Long Island, a 
suburb of New York City. For the first time, at 

least to our knowledge, a community project was con- 
ducted whereby local nurserymen, high-school students 
and gardeners in the area all benefited. 

The spark for the project came when members of the 
Junior Class at Manhasset High School wanted unique 
decorations for their prom. The committee, headed by 
young David Musial, started contacting local nursery- 
men tor their help. Here was the idea: The students 
would provide bins and space in order that various 
nurserymen could “plant” gardens along the four walls of 
the gymnasium. In return, the gym would be open for 
three days after the prom—the long Memorial Day 
weekend——for gardeners and visitors to view. The 
nurserymen would also be allowed to take orders at the 
same time. 

Under the guidance of the parents and Peter Costich 
of Hick’s Nursery, nine organizations were recruited. 





It all started when the Juniors at Manhasset High School 
wanted to make their Prom decorations different. Why not 
a garden—several gardens—displayed by local nurserymen? 
Early plans were made with Peter Costich of Hick’s Nursery 
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In addition to Hick’s they included Breck’s of Manhas- 
set; Dauernheim Florist; Great Neck Garden Center; 
Landscape Asscciates; Lewis & Valentine: Piergiovanni 
Manhasset Nursery: Suburban Nursery and the Nassau 
County Park Department. 

For weeks before the Prom and Garden Display, the 
community buzzed with anticipation. Gardening talk 
was now the subject among students, parents and nursery- 
men. The three-day “Springtime Fantasy Garden Ex- 
hibit” was well advertised, too, with posters throughout 
the town. The press was notified, as well, and a story 
appeared in one of New York City’s leading papers. 
The final tributes, though, came from the governors of 
fourteen states who congratulated the students on their 
efforts. 

FLOWER GROWER covered the Prom and Garden Dis- 
play trom start to finish. Staff Photographer Laurie 
Wiener took all the photographs on these pages and the 
next. and many interesting sidelights were reported by

After much research they made a scale drawing of their 
property on which they included the house, indicated the 
placement of rooms and located the approximate direction 
of north.

r' HE TIME TO SEE A GORDONIA (Gordonia alatamaha) at the peak 
‘| of its effectiveness is late August and September. During this 
season its rather loose but upright figure is casually starred 
with white, cuplike blossoms nearly 3 inches across in a setting 
of long, shining leaves, colors ranging from deep green to scarlet. 
Whether its height be 10 feet or 25, it presents a picture unmatched 
by any other species, particularly at a time of year when flowers 

on woody plants are rare indeed. 
Some gordonias have multiple trunks and grow like tall shrubs, 
while others have a well-defined tree form. Their best landscaping 
use is in spots where they can be seen at close range, for at a 
distance much of their unique beauty is lost. A situation near the 
house or beside a much-used garden path is often ideal. Few 
American trees have a history as strange and puzzling as the 
gordonia’s. It was discovered somewhere in the valley of the 
Altamaha River, in northern Georgia, in the year 1765, by John 
Bartram, the famous plant hunter. It is believed that all the trees 
currently in cultivation trace their ancestry back to a single specimen, 
now dead, that Bartram planted in his Philadelphia garden about 
1778. He named it franklinia, for Benjamin Franklin, but gordonia 
is the most-used name. Through the years that intervened between 
1800 and the present time many individuals and expeditions have

FALL PLANTING 


New roses to 


plant this fall 


S GARDENING BECAME more and more a part of the life 
Ae the Overton family, as with millions of other 
gardeners, they decided to specialize a little in roses. 
Provision for a rose garden was made in their initial plan. 
It's no wonder they thought of the rose; their preference 
was in keeping with a FLOWER GROWER poll in which it 
was voted the most popular flower. Quite to the contrary 
of what they had believed, they found that they could 
plant roses in the fall—in fact, that it is often better. 
Browsing through a few catalogs, they found that some 
new varieties were being introduced this year and would 
be ready for fall planting. Here are a few they came upon: 


LOVE SONG. This variety was described as “a glamour 
rose on a work-horse plant.” The large, double blooms 
are a radiant salmon-pink that is rich and luminous, blend- 
ing into brilliant yellow on the lower third of the petals. 
The plant resembles the variety Peace, which was one of 
the parents. (Conard-Pyle Co.) 


SPARTAN. A valiant name was given this floribunda. 
The flower is a sparkling warm orange-red which gently 
softens to a reddish-coral at the finish. The bud color is a 
burnt orange. Like a true floribunda, it is constantly in 
flower from spring to severe frost. (Jackson & Perkins) 


KONRAD ADENAUER. This new hybrid tea comes 
from Europe where it has already gained much popularity. 
The luxuriant high-centered flowers are red and have an out- 
standing fragrance. It blooms freely during the entire 
season. (Jackson & Perkins) 


GLADIATOR. Like its name, this climber is a fighter. It 
was bred to conquer the battles of zero temperatures in 
the winter and still produce beautiful blooms under summer 
suns. The flowers are a rich red and they appear con- 
tinuously throughout the season. (Jackson & Perkins) 


GOLDEN FLEECE is a notable addition to the ranks of 
yellow floribunda roses. It produces large airy masses of 
blooms and repeats frequently. In the bud stage the flowers 
are tawny-gold which becomes lighter gold as the flower 
opens. Individual flowers are 4 to 4% inches across. 
(Jackson & Perkins) 


LEMON CHIFFON, just introduced this year, is a bushy, 
compact, early-flowering hybrid tea.

FALL PLANTING 
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weather conditions 


Without underestimating the value of trees, it is shrubs 
which are the real mainstay of the landscape planting 
scheme. Serving as they do as background or screening 
materials, subjects for border planting, foundation use and 
as accent specimens, they perform services duplicated by 
no other plant group. In view of their pronounced dif- 
ference in size, diversity of form and branching habit, and 
variance in foliage texture and coloring and in floral, 
fruit, and other characteristics, they must be carefully 
selected if they are to meet the requirements expected of 
them. 

Considering first the tall growers, those shrubs whose 
maximum growth usually exceeds 8 feet, we should like

to call attention to several choice subjects bearing wider 
acquaintance. The pagoda dogwood (Cornus alternifolia) 
is one of them, a native species, hardy well into Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. Taking over the position of high regard 
held by the flowering dogwood in milder regions, the pa- 
goda dogwood imparts to Northern gardens a comparable 
picturesqueness of growth. Displaying its slender branches 
in a pleasing arrangement of horizontal tiers, it is a flat- 
topped or rounded bush of year-round attractiveness. Late 
May finds the small creamy flowers appearing in flattened 
cymes along the upper surfaces of its branches; midsum- 
mer brings the bright blue-black fruits held erect on promi- 
nent red pedicels; and autumn, a foliage color change 
from green to ruddy purple. Here is an excellent shrub 
equally appropriate for introducing a strong horizontal 
line at the shaded corner of a building or for facing the 
edge of a woodland. Another dogwood, the Japanese cor- 
neliancherry (Cornus officinalis), is valued for an entirely 
different reason, its precocious yellow flowers appearing a 
week or so earlier than those of its smaller-blossomed 
counterpart, the corneliancherry dogwood (C. mas). 
Clean, rich green foliage and handsome elongated red fruit, 
tartly flavored but useful for jellies, number among its 
other attractions. Being tall (8-10 feet) and wide-spreading, 
it demands plenty of space. 

The pleasing grace evident in the branch structure of the 
many-flower cotoneaster (Cotoneaster multiflora calocar- 
pa), the clean appearance of its rounded, medium green 
leaves, the generous floral effect in May when tight clus- 
ters of white bloom erupt all along its stems, and the 
lavish autumn display of bright red cranberry-sized fruii 
these are the distinguishing features of the most orna- 
mental tall cotoneaster for midwestern use. Hardy in the 
more temperate parts of the region, vigorous and pest- 
free—what more could one ask? 

Of late years the Preston lilacs (Syringa Prestoniae in 
variety) have been much in the news, and quite under- 
standably when it is realized the important position they 
play in bridging the gap in bloom between the common 
lilacs(Syringa vulgaris) and the later-blooming species 
types. Developed by Miss Isabella Preston, Horticulturist 
of the Canadian Experimental Station at Ottawa, they 
offer in addition to late bloom, extremely dense foliage 
and a constitution unmatched in sturdiness. The color 
range provided by the numerous named varieties in culti- 
vation includes various hues of lilac, pink and purple. 
CorRAL, ISABELLA and ROYALTY are among the most popu- 
lar. 

In the medium height category (5 to 8 feet) would 
surely be mentioned the bottlebrush buckeye (Aesculus 
parviflora), handsome shrubby species native of the South- 
east. Whether grouped along a sloping woodland margin, 
in a shrub border shaded by high branching trees, or at 
the corner of a building, the rounded foliage mass of this 
stoloniferous buckeye will appear equally at home. In July 
foot-long upright blossom spikes rise like tall white candles 
above its bold, five-parted leaves, and in autumn the clear 
gold of its foliage adds interest. Floriferousness may de- 
crease in proportion to the depth of the shade although 
there will be no corresponding lessening of the luxuriance 
of the foliage. |SEE PAGE 93}

Make Daffodils Work for You 


OW MANY WEEKS of daffodil 
bloom do you have in your gar- 
den? If less than four, something 

is radically wrong with your planting. 
If you select types and varieties with 
reasonable care, you should have daff- 
odils to enjoy for two months or even 
longer. 

The trick to having a longer daffodil 
flowering season is a simple one. In a 
nutshell it is this: familiarize yourself 
first with the different types and let con- 
cern about varieties come later. 

Most of the modern, large-flowered 
varieties flower during a comparatively 
short time. To extend the blooming sea-

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Fkall-started lawns WRONG

PRING IS THE NATURAL SEEDING TIME for most gar- 

den plants, while fall is considered the time for 

harvest. Nature, however, sows the seeds of grasses 
early enough in the fall so that they can germinate and 
produce hardy plants before winter. 

Considering the many advantages that accrue from 
fall sowing, it is a wonder that anyone should want to 
sow a lawn at any other time—except in an emergency, 
of course. If it is necessary to plant in the spring, it 
would be wise to sow a temporary grass crop in place 
of a permanent lawn. This would provide a lawn-like 
surface during the summer and, when worked into the 
soil in the fall, give additional organic material 

Ihe term “fall” covers a fair period of time, and you 
may well ask for a more specific date to start making 
your new lawn. 


HARRY ¢ HEALY 


In temperate zones, the best time to sow seed is about 
Labor Day. If the weather is still hot and dry, wait until 
there’s some sign of rain. I’m often asked for the latest 
date on which seed can be sown. This is a question with- 
out a definite answer, since weather varies so much from 
One year to another. As a rule, fall sowing should be 
done early enough so that the lawn can have enough 
root growth to withstand freezing and thawing during 
the winter months. You cannot see the roots, but by the 
time the lawn has been mowed two or three times, it will 
be growing some good roots. Root growth will also 
continue for a little while after grass tops stop growing. 

Following this through, then, count on about ten days 
for grass to show green; another ten days until first mow 
ing; and three weeks for two or three subsequent mowings. 
This totals about six weeks, so you should have seed 
sown six weeks before growth would normally stop. 

The procedure for making a fall lawn is much the 
same as that which has to be followed in the spring. 
First of all, and too much emphasis cannot be placed on 
this, prepare the soil thoroughly. Have enough plant food 
and humus in the top 6 inches so that your lawn will 
get off to a good start and be able to continue growing 
well with a minimum of care. Remember that this lawn, 
properly made, will last as long as your house is standing. 
It is éasy to prepare the soil now, but SEE PAGE 71] 





Six Reasons for Starting a Lawn 
in the Fall 


SOIL—warm which helps seed germina- 
tion. (In spring it is cold and retards ger- 
mination. ) 

SUN—getting cooler and easier on young 
grass. (In spring it is getting hotter and is 
hard on young grass. ) 

RAINFALL AND DEW—More frequent; 
prevent soil drying out (There is less fre- 
quent rainfall in spring and young grass 
dries out. ) 

WEEDS—not sprouting so readily. (Weeds 
grow vigorously in spring. ) 
CRABGRASS—season is over and lawn 
will be well established before new crop 
starts. (In the spring it will crowd out 
‘young grass. ) 

LAWN GRASSES—well established before 
winter and will get off to early start in 
spring. (Spring-started lawns have to fight 
for survival through a hot, dry summer.)

Ground covers to the rescue 


N MANY OF OUR GARDENS there are situations which 
prevent the successful growth of the rank and file 
of popular garden plants. Most of us are familiar 

with such trouble areas as shady spots, wet spots, banks 
and the like—areas which mar our gardens’ beauty if 
left completely bare, especially if they are within view 
of the house. Although shrubs can be found that will 
grow tall under such conditions, low-growing plants are 
often preferred so that the view will not be obstructed. 
For these situations we must call on our knowledge of 
ground-covering plants and select those which most per- 
fectly suit our needs and give proper cover to the soil. 
First of importance for the gardener who is always 
in a hurry and simply can’t wait for nature to take its 
course are those low, rapid-growing plants which can 
cover bare spots in short order. Some of these are vicious 
pests once they “escape” to the garden proper, but 
there can be a place for them in areas where they can 
be restrained. Such fast-growing ground covers are: 
bishop’s goutweed (Aegopodium podograria), Carpathian 
bellflower (Campanula carpatica),. lily-of-the-valley and 
the dwarf Japanese fleeceflower (Polygonum cuspidatum 
compactum). Each of these, however, can quickly reach 
the good parts of the garden and create trouble for years 
unless rigidly restrained and kept in the area where most 
needed. Each one of these dies to the ground in the late 
fall so that throughout the winter the ground is still bare 
and subject to erosion from the rains and melting snow. 

Where twigs and foliage are needed to prevent erosion, 

then such plants as the Hall's honeysuckle, memorial 
rose (Rosa wichuraiana), and the evergreen purple win- 
tercreeper euonymus (Euonymus fortunei coloratus) 
might be used. In the South the following are very satis- 
factory: the Aaronsbeard St. Johnsworth (Hypericum 
calycinum) which is a low shrub about a foot tall, the 
ribbon-grass (Phalaris arundinacea picta) and any one 
of several dwarf bamboos like the ground bamboo 
(Pleioblastis pumilus) or the extremely fast-growing 
kudzu vine (Pueraria thunbergiana). 

There are a large number of low plants that can easily

qualify as evergreen ground covers, especially for those 
conspicuous situations in the garden near the house 
where conditions must be kept presentable throughout 
the winter. For instance, the low-growing bearberry 
(Arctostaphylos uva-ursi) never is over a few inches tall 
and really thrives in dry, sandy soils. The heaths and 
true heathers are also in this evergreen category and 
can be grown wherever the soil is acid. Some of the 
cotoneasters, such as the small-leaved cotoneaster 
(Cotoneaster microphylla) and the rock spray (C. hori- 
zontalis), are especially evergreen in the South, as are 
several of the low-creeping junipers and, finally, pachy- 
sandra and vinca or myrtle.

EVER BEFORE have the glorious accomplishments of the past, 

the splendid productions of the present and the exciting 

prospects for the future been more effectively spotlighted or 
more enthusiastically received than at the Fifty-first Annual Ex- 
hibition of the American Peony Society in Chicago on June Sth 
and 6th of this year. 

Sponsored by the Fifth District of the Society and the Oak 
Park-River Forest Club, the exhibition brought peony enthusiasts— 
both professional and amateur—tfrom all over the country to view 
the “best” in the peony world. Old favorites, current standbys 
and ultra-new varieties, hinting of “tomorrow’s look,” vied for 
attention in the spacious Banking Room of the St. Paul Federal 
Savings and Loan Association. 

Among the non-professionals present there were those who were 
primarily interested in peonies for show purposes, those interested 
in their garden effect and those concentrating on their value in 
arrangements. Some were interested in all three objectives. 

Exhibitors were eyeing those varieties that make perfect flowers, 
regardless of whether they stand up or lie flat on the ground.

increasing demand for this quality, most new varieties being 
offered are good garden flowers. These semi-doubles, the 
Japanese and the singles best fill the bill, though there are 
now a number of full doubles that are excellent subjects.

It was most gratifying to hear Marget Cochrane Cole, 
Flower Arrangement Editor of FLOWER GROWER, em- 
phatically state that the peony is an ideal flower for the gar- 
den and for arrangements in a modern home. Flower 
arrangers who have shied away from the peony because of 
its large size should let the side buds bloom for a smaller 
flower and often a perfect bouquet on one stem. 

In obedience to our ever-increasing demand for some- 
thing new and something better than the old, the herbaceous 
hybrid peonies are appearing on our show tables-in great 
numbers—approximately 100 different varieties were shown 
in Chicago. They included nearly every color, from the 
purest white, through all shades of pink, to the darkest 
black-red. Though no true blue has yet been produced. 
some show a lot of that color in their make-up. The forms 
of bloom vary a great deal from those of the regular 
peony, this variation often appearing in that magnificent 
flower, CHOCOLATE SOLDIER, which most often displays 
its brilliant gold embroidered flowers of darkest chocolate- 
red, as a single or semi-double, occasionally almost a full 
double. This year it came a typical Japanese flower on 
every plant in my garden, a rare occurence in the hybrids. 

At present the number of growers who offer roots of 
these hybrids is limited. It is therefore advisable to write 
growers and find out what varieties are available, then order 
accordingly. Few hybrids offered for sale are not worth 
the price asked. They lengthen the season by two or more 
weeks, the color range is far wider, and the height and 
habit of growth are more varied than the regular peonies. 

The once widely-planted tree peony, which was intro- 
duced into Europe before the herbaceous peonies from 
China and into this country nearly 150 years ago, soon 
disappeared from the lists of growers, probably because of 
the difficulty of propagation and of getting bloom from the 
varieties then available. With the introduction of the 
yellow hybrids, interest was again revived and it spread to 


the other tree peonies that had temporarily disappeared 
as well as to those hybrids. 

At the present time, there are several firms that offer 
tree peonies, though the Saunders’ hybrid are offered only 
in rare instances except from the originator’s garden. Gen- 
erally, the older varieties from Europe, though excellent 
have proven hard to flower; those originated in Japan over 
the past 1500 years are better bloomers. The hybrids from 
the yellow Paeonia lutea and the red P. delavayi and some 
P. suffruticosa do well in almost all localities where tree 
peonies can be grown. 

It is wise to exercise caution when buying. Many of the 
roots offered by importers at low prices are One-year grafts, 
requiring extra good care if you are to have success with 
them. The larger—two or more years from the graft—are 
far less likely to die. It is also important to insist on own- 
root plants or those grafted on herbaceous roots. Those 
grafted on the wild Paeonia moutan or suffruticosa root 
will invariably send up shoots from the root and these will 
eventually smother out the graft, leaving you a single red 
peony instead of the gorgeous beauty you thought you 
would have. 

Almost all the tree peonies exhibited at Chicago were 
hybrids. Only three or four of the suffruticosa group—the 
group most widely grown at present—were shown, due to 
the fact that they bloom two or more weeks before the 
shows are held and it is hard to keep them in good condi- 
tion in storage. 

Regardless of our preferences in peonies, all of us who 
were present for the exhibition found our “cup of tea.” We 
saw Le CyGNe, a product of fifty years ago and long con- 
sidered the epitome of perfection, win first place over 18 
others in a class for specimen blooms or double whites 
FLORENCE NICHOLLS, an all-purpose peony of the present, 
won as best blush in the show; a fourth-generation hybrid 
white double (yet unnamed) of the late Lyman D. Glass- 
cock took top honors in the seedling classes; and ORIENTAL 
GOoLpb, a wanderer from Japan and the first-known double 
yellow herbaceous peony, pointed the way to a future which 
may surpass anything now even dreamed of. 

The latter was exhibited by Louis Smirnow who, after 
long years of effort, finally succeeded in SEE PAGE 77 





Day-lilies in the kog Belt? 


Alma Rice Stewart, West Coast gardener. answers with 


an emphatic “yes.” and names varieties she finds best 


F COURSE day-lilies can be grown in the Western Fog 

Belt! They are not seen here often enough, but that 

is because too few suitable varieties have been 
planted to become well known. 

Although the quality, size, and color of day-lily flowers 
are dependent on temperature and light intensity, many 
clones will bloom beautifully in the cool damp atmosphere 
of the Pacific Coast. 

[his climate, modified by ocean fogs, extends roughly 
from San Louis Obispo in California northward through 
western Oregon and Washington. There is, of course, con- 
siderable variation in mean temperature, but the prevail- 
ing climate throughout this Coastal expanse is cool and 
moist the year around, and extremes of heat or cold are 
exceptional. Although some valleys a little farther inland 
are also subject to fog, the days tend to be hotter and 
nights colder away from the ocean. Heavy frosts are ex- 
perienced in winter. 

All day-lilies will thrive and multiply in the Fog Belt, 
but not all varieties will give satisfactory bloom. Since 
most modern hybrids are of very mixed pareutage, their 
behavior can be as individual as their flowers. 

If you are fortunate enough to have a grower nearby, 
the evaluation of plants best suited to your own particular 
growing conditions is simply a matter of observation; if 
you can’t see them in bloom, you must rely on the cata- 
logs for descriptions of cool-weather clones. General ef- 
fects of lessened warmth and light should also be borne 
in mind. 

Flowers of some clones do not fully develop; they open 
only partially or tend to stick together at the tips. This 
is true of Hemerocallis flava and H. aurantiaca major, as 
well as many of their progeny. However, it is not safe to 
generalize on this, for GOLDEN WesT which has H. au- 
rantiaca major as pollen parent, presents an almost con- 
tinuous show of wide-open, starry flowers throughout the 
summer and fall. The only effect of cold weather on it 
is that the blooms are sometimes smaller than they would 
be under more favorable conditions. 

If a given variety opens well, it has passed the first 
hurdle. The next consideration is color. 

After several chilly overcast days, day-lily colors are apt 
to be paler, but if an overcast day follows a warmer period, 
colors are intensified. 

Yellow and clear orange show less variation than do 
most of the pastels and deeper tones. This may be due 
in part to the fact that yellow is pleasing in all its tints 
and shades while some other day-lily colors are not. And 
of course yellow blends happily with the distinctive color- 
ing of fuchsias, pelargoniums and begonias so widely planted 


There are day-lilies with blended colors, especially 
good in the Fog Belt where weather is cool but not cold. 


on the Coast. Of the many excellent yellows, a few depend- 
able and inexpensive clones are DAUNTLESS, HYPERION, 
REVOLUTE and OPHIR. 

Evening-blooming varieties, such as VESPERS, MOONRAY 
and DUCHESS OF WINDSOR, seem to thrive on cool weather. 
Their flowers last longer, and it is not unusual to see 
yesterday's blooms still fresh after the new set have 
opened. 

Some pinks assume an unattractive fulvous cast in foggy 
weather, but others are even more beautiful. ROSALIND, 
SWEETBRIAR, and PINK CHARM are among the older pinks 
which look very gay on dark days. 

Some of the pastels and blends are especially lovely 
when weather is cool, but not too cold. BAGGETTE is 
pinker; Su-LIN looks decidedly lavender; and ATHLONE, 
MANCHU, and CHLOE are brighter than when the sun 
shines. 

If it stays cold and gloomy for long, [SEE NEXT PAGE

CONTINUED FROM PAGE 69] the reds 
lack sparkle. Flame or vermillion shades 
hold up best, and because of their 
warmth of color, a clump of Reb 
CINDERELLA Or ROYAL RuBy is a cheer- 
ing sight. 

Dark purple reds look darker at 
times, but generally tend toward a mud- 
dy brown that makes many of them 
very drab. Some, like BLACK PRINCE 
and BLACK FALCON, are attractive even 
when their color is somewhat altered. 
Among the lighter purple reds, Am- 
HERST and PURPLE WATERS do quite 
well. 

In the Fog Belt spent flowers, in- 
stead of dropping as they should, tend 
to cling to the plant and mar its beauty. 
They are, however, easily removed; and 
since most perennials require groom- 
ing, its hardly fair to begrudge the 
day-lily this small attention. 

Another problem of the Coastal gar- 
den is wind. One cannot expect a thing

distort the trees. This problem is not 
peculiar to day-lilies, but to flower gar- 
dening in general. Most gardens in 
wind-swept areas have a wall, dense 
shrubbery planting or other windbreak. 
The day-lily will need this protection. 
Although the scapes of most modern 
varieties are sturdy and will withstand 
quite a brisk blow, the flower petals 
are large and succulent and will snap 
off in strong winds. Sheltered in shrub- 
bery bays, or in the lee of fence or 
wall, day-lilies can hold their own. 

In areas where an intense sun is apt 
to break through the fog, some varieties 
will need part shade, as they do farther 
inland. 

The actual planting and care of day- 
lilies in the fog belt is the same as in 
any other moderate climate. Fall plant- 
ing is advisable because of the advantage 
of winter rains, but is not necessary. 
They may be planted at any time. 

If care is taken in selecting clones 
suited to local growing conditions, day- 
lilies can be enjoyed throughout the 
Fog Belt.¢

Fall-planted Lawns 


[FROM PAGE 60] not so easy to try 
to get the essentials down under the 
roots of existing grass. Humus, desir- 
able to most life, can be from your 
own compost piles, from the woods 
in the form of leafmold or from peat- 
moss or the several varieties of commer- 
cial peat and humus products available 
at your local garden shop. How much 
to add depends on how much is pres- 
ent in your soil. Your county agent or 
state experiment station can advise you 
if shown a sample of your present soil, 
or this service may be available at a 
local nursery or garden center. 

It would be well to add ground lime- 
stone at the rate of 50 pounds for each 
1,000 square feet, unless soil tests indi- 
cate that a different quantity is neces- 
sary. One application usually lasts for 
several years. 

Lawn plant foods should be high in 
nitrogen and phosphoric acid. Every 
bag of fertilizer must show an analysis 
of its contents. The first figure is always 
nitrogen, the second phosphoric acid, 
the third potash. Since nitrogen is the 
principal requirement of grass and all 
leafy growth, a good lawn fertilizer 
should show an analysis such as 8-6-2, 
10-6-4, 9-7-4 or something similar. Part 
of this nitrogen should be in organic 
form to give longer-lasting benefits. 
One of these formulas should be ap- 
plied at the rate of 25 to 30 pounds 
to each 1,000 square feet when making 
a new lawn. 

The humus, lime and plant food may 
be raked or tilled into the soil during 
the rough grading operation, but they 
should be kept in the top 6 or 7 inches 
of soil. Final grading consists of rak- 
ing and rolling to establish an even 
grade, consistent with the contour of 
the property. Any necessary slopes 
should be as gentle as possible. Steep 
slopes are difficult to mow and main- 
tain. A light raking after the grade is 
established will make the soil ready 
to receive the seed. 

Seeding should be done on a day 
when there is not much wind, and it is 
best done with one of the many ex- 
cellent seeders on the market. 

Sowing by hand, it is difficult to 
spread a pound of good seed over more 
than 200 or 300 square feet. With a 
good spreader, though, it is a simple 
matter to from 500 to 1,000 
square feet with one pound. 

Next comes the seed. Sow the best 
you can buy. It is the least expensive 
in the long run, because it will give 
you all permanent grasses. Good seeds 
are also quite small and there are six 
times as many actual seeds per pound 
as in mixtures containing a large pro- 
portion of temporary grasses which are 
usually large-seeded. Study the formula, 
which must be shown on every pack- 


cover 
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age. Look for the following desirable 

permanent grasses: 
Bluegrass—Kentucky, Merion, 
Delta. 
Poa _trivialis (sometimes called 
rough bluegrass)}—This should be 
a small percentage, unless the mix- 
ture is for a shady spot. 
Fescue — Chewings or Creeping 
Red (varieties such as_ Illahee, 
Trinity, Rainier, etc., are improved 
strains of Creeping Red.) 
Bentgrass — Astoria, Colonial, 
Highland, Cascade are  upright- 
growing strains suitable for home 
lawns. Seaside Creeping Bent is 
not recommended for a home 
lawn, because it is hard to main- 
tain in good condition.

Sow seed at the rate of | pound to 
500 square feet by splitting the required 
amount of seed into two equal parts 
and sowing one half in a north-south 
airection and the other in an east-west 
direction for even distribution. 

Rake the seed into the top half-inch 
of soil, but be careful not to disturb the 
grade. A metal, rubber or bamboo lawn 
rake will do a good job for you. The 
lawn should then be rolled lightly to 
press the seed into the soil. Light water- 
ing will be necessary on days when 
there is no rain or heavy dew. 

A mixture of good permanent grasses, 
containing some fescue and bent, should 
begin to show green in about ten days. 
An _ all-bluegrass formula will take 
longer. Temporary mixtures, containing 
ryegrasses, often come up in as little 
as five days, but this is their only good 
feature. Permanent grasses are the only 
ones that can give a good lawn. 

Mow your new lawn as soon as it 
is about 2% inches high, setting the 
mower to cut about 12 inches from the 
ground. Allowing the grass to grow too 
long necessitates removing a large per- 
centage of the leaf surface at one time 
and is definitely harmful to the grass. 
Continue as long as grass grows.¢

[FROM PAGE 61] South, the galax and 
English ivy, dwarf lily-turf (Ophiopo- 
gon japonicus), Canby’s pachistima, a 
truly excellent evergreen even as far 
north as New England, and the Chilean 
pernettya are only a very few of the 
possibilities. 

These -are not the only ground covers 
for winter display but there are many 
different types in this group which 
the home owner might do well to con- 
sider before investigating others.

One of the reasons various plants are 
selected to cover the ground in place 
that some have _ brilliant 
and conspicuous flowers. Where ground 
covers of this nature are wanted, some 
might be selected from the following: 
bugle (Ajuga reptans), bellflowers, 
heathers, rosy creeping .gypsophila 
(Gypsophila repens rosea), hypericums 
or St. Johnsworts, evergreen candytuft 
(Iberis sempervirens), moneywort (Ly- 
simachia nummularia) , mahonia or Ore- 
gon holly-grape, several of the phlox 
and especially the moss pink and its 
varieties (Phlox subulata), some of the 
primroses, memorial rose (Rosa Wich- 
Allegheny foamflower (Ti- 
arella cordifolia) and finally the myrtle 
and the violets.

Covering Banks 


Bank covering is a special kind of 
problem which is not always easy to 
solve, and as a result only the most 
vigorous of ground covers should be 
used. The steeper the grade, the more 
important it is to obtain the right plants 
and to space them closely enough to 
prevent erosion. Most of the plants 
already suggested in the fast-growing 
group could be used on banks; in addi- 
tion, there shrubs which 
have considerable merit because they 
either have fast-growing underground 
stolons which send up new suckers, or 
else their branches have that desirable 
quality of rooting wherever they touch 
moist soil. Some of the shrubs or vines 
in this category might be the five-leat 
akebia (Akehbia quinata), the winter- 
creeper and its several varieties, forsy- 
thia ARNOLD Dwarr, Canada sumac 
(Rhus aromatica), rose-acacia (Robinia 
hispida), the Virginia rose, Indian cur- 
rant or coralberry (Symphoricarpos or- 
biculatus), lowbush blueberry in acid 
soils and the yellow-root (Xanthorhiza 
simplicissima) .

Shady Spots 


Often it is difficult to force plants to 
grow properly in shade, especially dense 
shade, not only because the plants get 
little sunlight but also because the shade 


is caused by dense growing trees or 
shrubs and their roots permeate the soil 
where it is desired to grow other plants. 
In such cases the tree roots are even 
more harmful to plant growth than the 
shade. Be that as it may, the following 
ground covers are noted for their ability 
to withstand some shade: bugle, bishop’s 
goutweed, woodruff (Asperula 
odorata), lily-of-the-valley, longspur 
epimedium (Epimedium grandiflorum), 
galax, English ivy,  hosta 
or plantain-lilies, creeping  liriope 
(Liriope spicata), mahonia species, 
Canby’s pachistima, pachysandra_ or 
Japanese spurge, ribbon-grass, the low 
bamboos, mother-of-thyme (Thymus 
serpyllum) and the lowbush blueberry.

For Dry Soils 


It is very difficult to establish some 
plants in dry soils, but there are a few, 
such as the brooms (cytisus) and the 
bearberry, which do better in dry soils 
than in moist soils. Naturally, it is usu- 
ally advisable to mix organic materials 
and good compost with such dry soils, 
and always to mulch the plants well 
after they are planted to aid in the con- 
servation of as much water as possible. 
Then plantings should certainly be 
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watered through the summer droughts 
and all precautions taken to keep the 
plants alive. 

Among the following plants are some 
excellent ones for planting in dry situa- 
tions: bishop’s goutweed, ribbon-grass, 
any one of several sedums, the creep- 
ing junipers, bearberry, fern 
(Comptonia peregrina), rosy creeping 
gypsophila, three-toothed cinquefoil 
(Potentilla tridentata), tawny day-lily 
(Hemerocallis fulva kwanso), plantain-

lilies or hostas, lowbush blueberry and 
taller shrubs like the Canada sumac, 
rose-acacia and bayberry. 


For Wet Soils 
In soils on which there is standing 


water a greater part of the time, it is

practically impossible to grow anything 
properly. However, there are plants 
which will survive a period of several 
weeks in wet soils. If possible, such 
places should be properly drained be- 
fore any planting is contemplated, but 
where the soil is wet or very moist for 
only a part of the growing season, some 
of the following ground covers might be 
selected: heathers, sweet woodruff (As- 
perula odorata), galax, hosta species, 
moneywort, peppermint, forget-me-nots, 
self-heal or heal-all (Prunella vulgaris), 
certain species of violets, yellow-root 
and the red-osier dogwood (Cornus 
stolonifera). 


Seashore Situations 


Ground covers in seashore plantings 
must be able to grow in sandy soil and 
to withstand salt-water spray. There 
are none too many perfect for these 
situations, but anyone who has observed 
seashore gardens knows that the brooms 
do very well, as does the little low bear- 
berry. The creeping junipers are al- 
most as good as the more-difficult-to- 
obtain shore juniper (J. conferta), and 
the memorial rose, fragrant sumac and 
several hypericums are always depend- 
able. Cotoneasters, also, seem to do 
well, and there are several of the low 
flat-growing types that are well worth 
planting. The dusty miller or beach 
wormwood (Artemisia stelleriana) is 
highly prized not only for its rugged 
growth, but also for its beautiful gray- 
green foliage, as is the snow-in-summer 
(Cerastium tomentosum). These are 
only a few for seashore exposures but 
they are among the most rugged that 
you may choose from. 


Between Stepping Stones 


There is always a need for diminutive 
plants to place between the stepping 
stones in almost every garden. The

[FROM PAGE 59] both ends but also 
add immeasurably to the interest of 
the garden by varying the flower forms 
and sizes. And to the flower arranger, 
also, they will be a constant and in- 
exhaustible source of pleasure. 
And—just in case at this point you 
feel that all these floral gems sound 
enticing but are way beyond your garden 
budget—let me emphasize the fact that 
daffodils are just about the least ex- 
pensive of all spring garden flowers. 
Nothing bothers them; they thrive 
under a wide range of soils and condi- 
tions; and they require no winter mulch- 
ing or other protection. In addition, 
they cost little to start with: all but 
the newest or rarest varieties may be 
had for 15¢ to 25¢ per bulb or $1.50 
to $2.50 per dozen. Three bulbs of a 
variety will give you a good start; 
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sandworts (arenaria species) are most 
popular for this purpose. The pearlwort 
(Sagina subulata) is another widely 
used, for it does not grow more than 4 
inches in height and, when properly 
grown, looks very similar to a low 
clump of moss. Sedums, especially the 
low Sedum acre, are easily grown and 
do not die if the soil dries out mate- 
rially in the hot summer. Mother-of- 
thyme and moneywort, as well as creep- 
ing speedwell (Veronica repens), are 
all suited for this particular use, while 
the low small-leaved varieties of the 
wintercreeper euonymus have been used 
as well as the evergreen three-toothed 
cinquefoil (Potentilla tridentate). 


Durability Underjoot 


Finally, it is important to note some 
of the ground covers that can be walked 
on. It is true that no ground cover can 
take the terrible abuse grass can—to be 
walked on or played on and still look 
fresh and green at all times. Some of 
them can take a certain amount of mis- 
treatment and these should be noted. 
They can be walked on occasionally 
and some—the bishop’s goutweed, 
ground ivy (Nepeta hederacea), three- 
toothed cinquefoil, self-heal, mother-of- 
thyme and creeping speedwell—can 
even be cut occasionally with the lawn 
mower without serious results. 

Among others which can be walked 
on occasionally are the bugle, sand- 
worts, bearberry, wintercreepers, juni- 
pers, moneywort, moss pink and the 
periwinkle or myrtle. 

These then are a very few of those 
serviceable ground-covering _ plants 
which can be called upon to help solve 
difficult planting situations in the gar- 
den where a low cover is needed on 
the ground, but where the growing con- 
ditions are such that only the best 
plants should be chosen. 


Work for You 


they'll provide three to six blooms 
the first spring after planting and 
dozens within three or four years. We 
have never bought more than a dozen 
bulbs of a variety, and frequently only 
six or three; and we now have them 
by the thousands. 

To plan a long, full-bodied season 
of bloom, the gardener may well con- 
sider the many types and varieties of 
daffodils as belonging to the following 
groups, which flower in succession. Of 
course, there will be some overlapping 
of varieties due to varying location and 
seasonal conditions. Here in southern 
New York our daffodils start blooming 
from mid-March to early April and 
continue through to mid- or late May. 
The blooming date of a single variety 
may vary ten days or more, depend- 
ing upon whether the planting is located

Species and Their Hybrids 


Of the 
MARCH 


hybrids, FEBRUARY GOLD, 
SUNSHINE and PEEPING TOM 
are the earliest. These are all cyclami- 
neus hybrids. Following them are the 
jonquilla hybrids, such as GOLDEN 
SCEPTRE, GOLDEN PERFECTION, LAN- 
ARTH and TREVITHIAN; the latter, which 
is our favorite, is very tall and vigorous 
and holds its own in the mixed border. 
Slightly later are the triandrus hybrids 
such as SNOW BirRD, AGNES HARVEY, 
THALIA, and MOONSHINE. 


Giant Trumpets 


Of the varieties that have been de- 
veloped from the species through de- 
cades of plant breeding, the giant 
trumpets are the earliest to bloom. The 
earliest blooming of the varieties that 
we have is ADA FINCH, a lovely white 
that blooms only a few days later than 
FEBRUARY GOLD. AEROLITE, yellow, 
and SPRING GLory, a bicolor, are other 
very early ones. KING ALFRED, long the 
largest-flowering giant trumpet, has 
been replaced by ADVENTURE and UN- 
SURPASSABLE, both quite similar to 
KING ALFRED but more gracefully 
formed. Other favorites of ours in the 
trumpet division are PRESIDENT LEBRUN 
and SILVANITE, bicolors; BEERSHEBA 
and the very early LA VESTALE, white; 
Mount Hoop, the largest of the whites; 
and, of course, Mrs. R. O. BACKHOUSE 
and PINK FAvorRITE, two of the 
“pink” trumpets.

Large-, Small-cupped Daffodils 


Following on the heels of the 
trumpets and, in the case of 
rieties, overlapping them, 
medium trumpets. In_ this 
central portion of the flower—the “cup” 
“crown” or “eye”—is shorter than the 
outer row of petals, or, more correctly, 
the perianth segments. 

It is in these two divisions that the 
plant breeders have been particularly 
busy recently, developing varieties of 
startling beauty, with wide, flaring and 
frequently daintily frilled centers of 
brilliant orange, tangerine, copper and 
apricot, contrasting boldly with their 
yellow, lemon or pure white background 
petals. Popular among the large-cupped 
varieties are FORTUNE, GOLDEN 
PEDESTAL and SCARLET ELEGANCE 
(yellow); JOHN EVELYN, Datsy SCHAF- 
FER, DICK WELLBAND, BROOKVILLE and 

H. WILson (bicolors): HERA and 
SILVER STAR (white); and PINK FANCY 
and Pink RIM (apricot).

at the base of the petals, late, with sev- 
eral flowers on a stem. All of these are 
densely double. 


Tazetta Hybrids 


Those is this group have clusters of 
flowers, like the popular Chinese sacred- 
lily or paper white, used for forcing for 
Christmas bloom. They are, however, 
much_ hardier; had no trouble 
growing them out of doors here (twenty 
miles north of New York City). Most 
visitors to our garden are surprised to 
see the tazetta hybrids north of Wash- 
ington, D. C. they are gen- 
erally considered to be too tender for 
growing outside the year around. 
CHEERFULNESS (mentioned above as a 
double) is sometimes listed as a tazetta 
(poetaz) variety and actually it is both. 
GERANIUM has milk-white flowers with 
crange cups and ScaRLET GEM is 
golden yellow’ with scarlet cups. 
GORDEN PERFECTION has only two or 
three flowers per stem, but they are 
large, as are those of LA FIANCEE. As 
a group, the cluster-flowered daffodils 
are late flowering.

[FROM PaGE 68] obtaining roots from 
Japan. Its originator and species are un- 
known. A clear lemon-yellow, it has 
stamens and carpels (few in number) 
in the center. It is hoped it will be 
valuable as a parent and seed bearer. 
Of medium height and size and open- 
ing in midseason, this plant is distinc- 
tive in every way: roots, golden yellow; 
leaves rather small (light, yellow-green 
at first and darkening with age); and 
stems light green. 

Chosen as best flower in the show 
was a large bloom of JAMES PILLOW 
from Dr. D. Sanford Hyde’s exhibits. 
A light pink double, originated by the 
late James Pillow of Cold Spring, New 
York, it has a tall, rather heavy stem 
which sometimes needs support to hold 
up the large flowers. It also won the 
B. H. Farr Memorial Medal as _ best 
double and placed as best light pink. 

The James Boyd Memorial Medal, 
donated by the Pennsylvania Horti- 
cultural Society, was awarded Miss 
Silvia Saunders of Clinton, New York, 
for her exhibit of hybrid tree peonies. 

Other awards: The gold medal went 
to Dr. D. Sanford Hyde, River Forest, 
Illinois, for the best collection of 50 
different varieties; the silver medal to 
Dominick B. Gorski, Chicago, for the 
best collection of 25 different varieties; 
and the bronze medal to Mrs. J. Rein- 
hart, Chicago, for the best collection 
of 10 varieties. 

First-class Certificates went to MuR- 
RAY No. 12, a beautiful blush white 
double; ORIENTAL GOLD, discussed pre- 
viously; NIGHTWATCH, a dark red single 
herbaceous hybrid shown by Miss 
Silvia Saunders; and two hybrids from 
L. W. Cousins, London, Ontario: CW- 
55-1, a loosely built double of a dis- 
tinctive shade of pink, and CW-55-2, 
a charming white single of modest size. 

Honorable mention was given Glass- 
cock’s fourth-generation hybrid white 
double .and his FRIENDSHIP, another 
hybrid; also, JUNE Rose, a fine rose- 
pink double which shows some stamens 
and is borne on a medium-height plant 
with good stems. The latter was origi- 
nated by R. H. Jones of Peru, Indiana. 

The American Home Achievement 
Medal went to Walter Mains for his 
beautiful blush-pink double, No. H-3, 
named for his sister, Francis Mains.¢

FRICAN-VIOLET” is a magic word 
in gardening—and rightly so. 
No other house plant is so satis- 
fying or rewarding. How you get 
started growing and collecting African- 
violets? Quite often it is by mere chance: 
a friend gives you a leaf from one of her 
plants; you receive a gift plant from a 
florist; or you pick up a bargain plant 
in a dime store. 

Soon one plant leads to another, and 
you have a collection of six or eight. 
A typical collection is shown in the

photograph. Then, the bug bites! You 
soon want more plants—different colors 
and forms, of course—and more in- 


formation on how to make them prize- 
winners.

food and, above all, a love and under- 


standing of their particular needs. A 
little equipment helps, too. A good 


starting set should include a small water- 
ing can, a long-nosed bulb syringe and 
a little bulb spray. 

Watering is very important—as it is 
with every plant. Some people prefer 
wick pots to take care of this chore. 
One end of a wick is placed in the 
soil and the other goes through the hole 
in the bottom of the pot into a small 
reservoir of water underneath. In the 
first photograph of our beginners’ col- 
lection, all the plants are in wick pots. 


it is a good idea to let the water in 
the reservoir dry completely before 


filling again—but not stay dry too long 
—and to water from the top at least 
once a month to wash down any plant 
food on the soil surface. 

But, you can water them convention- 
ally, too. Try not to splash water all 
over the leaves; that’s where the water- 
ing can and long bulb syringe come in 
handy. Use lukewarm water (about 
75°) and, if you happen to get the 
leaves wet, take the plant out of the sun 
until the leaves dry. Wet leaves in the 
sun may cause brown spots or rings on 
the leaves. 

Dust often collects on the hairy 
leaves. A camel’s-hair brush will clean

plant a shower. Again, use lukewarm 
water and put the plant aside to dry 
before you put it back in the window.

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Light is another requirement for good 
growth. Disregard the hokus-pokus that 
African-violets shouldn't have — sun. 
African-violets /ike sun—but not the 
strong midday sun. Place your plants in 
a window where they will receive two 
to four hours of sun either in the early 
morning or late afternoon. 

Propagation: Your plants will soon 
begin to grow. New growth, resembling 
miniature plants, will soon appear near

the soil line. These little plants are 
called crowns, and you can take them 
off and start new plants. This is about 
the easiest and quickest way to propa- 
gate African-violets. 
First, tap the large plant out of the 
pot. Then with a sharp knife—a paring 
knife works fine—gently cut these little

crowns away from the mother plant. It 
doesn’t seem to hurt the mother plant 
if some of the roots are removed in 
the process. The number of crowns 
you will get depends on the size and 
age of the mother plant. In the photo- 
graph you'll see that five crowns were 
removed from this particular mother 
plant. The next step is to repot the 
mother plant—and she'll look a lot 
better now that her progeny are off on 
their own—and the separated crowns. 
Soon roots will form on the crowns, 
and you'll have a few “extras” to swap 
or grow on for your own enjoyment.

Hybridizing: The final goal of almost 
every fancier is to hybridize his own 
varieties. There is always the dream— 
and possibility—that one of your seed- 
lings will someday be a choice, sought- 
after variety. There is much to the 
genetics involved but the actual process 
of pollinization is simple. The yellow 
anther of a flower of one plant should

Report of the Month | 


“My 5 Favorite African-violet Varieties and Why” 


Ist AWARD: Joe Schultz 


Indianapolis, Indiana 


MosT MEN bitten by the African-violet 
bug favor robust-type plants like Du Ponts, 
Supremes and Amazons. I, too, favor va- 
rieties with heavy substance; however, be- 
cause of their stinginess of bloom, only 
one plant in this category qualifies for one 
of my favorite five. My favorite “heavy” 
is SUNRISE SUPREME, a consistent and de- 
pendable producer of 1%- to 2-inch gor- 
geous red blossoms. Under fluorescent 
lights the massive flat foliage becomes very 
dark green, has blood-red leaf reverse, 
medium-length pink petioles and is a per- 
fect background for the brilliant blossoms 
which are held well above the plant on 
rigid red stalks. 

The pink member of my favorite five is 
the tried-and-true PinK DELIGHT. As 
“Queen of the Show” at the 1953 National 
Convention of the African Violet Society 
of America, this plant was unsurpassed for 
sheer beauty. Pink DELIGHT will perform 
well with a minimum amount of proper 
care and will always enhance a collection 
as a show plant. The almost black, shiny, 
slightly-quilted foliage with bright-red leaf 
reverse definitely complements the abund- 
ant, bright, medium-pink blossoms which 
are displayed so well above the plant on 
reddish-pink stems. 

Another of my favories is on “old” one 
and has been a choice of practically all 
African-violet fanciers since its introduc- 
tion. No other known variety compares 
with LAVENDER BEAUTY when it comes to 
furnishing a constant display of exception- 
ally large, pale-lavender blooms held rig- 
idly erect over nicely tailored, dark, shiny, 
slightly-quilted, “boy-type” foliage. The 
pinkish, medium-length petioles, red leaf 
reverse, and flat growth habit add further 
to the appeal of this variety. The rapidity 
with which this plant can be grown into a 
specimen, even under adverse conditions, 
certainly does not detract from its good 
points. 

OrcHiD GLow will probably be a 
stranger to the majority of African-violet 
enthusiasts. My start came through a leaf 
exchange with a fellow African-violet col- 
lector. The beauty of OrcHip GLow lies 
in the pastel coloring of the many large, 
round, and flat blossoms which are held 
well above the plant on pale fiower stalks. 
The color can perhaps best be described 
as pale blue-orchid with a glistening or 
frosty overcast. The “boy-type” foliage is 
a bright yellow-green, shot with bronze 
veining, smooth on the surface and pale 
silvery-pink on the reverse. Medium- 
length, pale petioles allow the flat habit of 
growth to produce a very symmetrical 
showy plant. 

It seems appropriate to close this listing 
of my favorite quintet of African-violets 
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on a note of Hope. What could be more 


beautiful than a plant almost hidden by | 


large, round, sparkling sky-blue blooms? 
Underneath this abundance of flowers is 
gorgeous black-green, shiny “girl” foliage. 
Palest petioles and leaf reverse, accom- 
panied by a creamy-white throat in each 
leaf blade, complete a picture of a beauti- 
ful plant that is easily the highlight of 
any display of African-violets. 


2nd AWARD: Mrs. Ward H. Swanson 
Des Moines 10, Iowa 
My FIRST 


FAVORITE is definitely STAR 


SAPPHIRE, for it stands out from among | 


all African-violets that have ever been 
hybridized. All the best characteristics de- 
sirable in a saintpaulia are present here. 
Each beautiful huge deep purple blossom 
is shaped like a star, with a circle of yellow 
stamens in the center. The foliage is heavy 
but does not hang over the edge of the pot 
and can be easily shaped into a symmet- 
rical, blue-ribbon quality plant. It blooms 
prolifically. 

Among the pinks, PINK CHEER would be 
my choice. The excellent foliage has dark 
green leaves backed with a shade of pink 
similar to the deep pink of the numerous 
blooms. It grows crisp and erect, yet also 
adapts itself to good symmetry. This is the 
parent pink of many of the lovely new 
double ones. 

SNow Prince is the best performer 
among the whites in my group. It is a very 
heavy bloomer, with large pure white flow- 
ers that glisten in the light and cluster in a 
profusion resembling a white nosegay. 

Fire CHIEF is an outstanding double 


with beautiful deep shadings of red. The | 


blooms remain on the stem a long time. 
The foliage is pliable and matures into a 
nicely shaped plant. 

My fifth favorite is GorGEous BLUE 


Wonper, because it’s so floriferous. No | 


matter how I plant this variety—in a shell, 
bubble bowl or with other types of foliage 
in a large container—it never dies down 
nor stops its heavy blooming. The lovely 
big glistening flowers vary in tones of 
blue. The leaves are a nice shade of green 
with an upright growth habit. 

These five beautifully blooming African- 
violets complement each other; yet each 
one is unusual. 


3rd AWARD: Mes. H. A. Webb, 


Nashville, Tennessee 


THERE ARE CERTAIN QUALITIES that, in 
my opinion, a plant must possess to take 
rank as a favorite. First, it must be a 
good grower, sturdy and healthy, needing 
no coddling, contented with its location 
and growing conditions. Second, it,must 
be a good bloomer; an African-violet that 
does not bloom abundantly over long peri-

HESITATION, Fischer's SILVER 
my first choice, though it is 
difficult to select merely five favorites! I 
answered an advertisement in FLOWER 
GROWER and African-violets arrived, beau- 
tifully packed in separate tubes. SILVER 
LINING must have been growing on the 
way, for her tube seemed too small for the 
little lady. She shook out her skirts like a 
princess in hoops when I carefully removed 
her, and went right on growing without 
dropping a bloom or a bud. Nothing 
bothers her. The foliage is beautiful and 
the double blue flowers, like ruffled blue 
petticoats with silver edges, are charming. 

LAVENDER LaDy wins second place, 
though she usually is the first that visitors 
notice. She also blooms constanuy under 
almost any circumstances. The large, plen- 
tiful pale-lavender blooms. often measur- 
ing 2 inches across, have a sparkling silver 
sheen and are a constant joy. 

I have chosen BLuE Boy for third place 
because of its good foliage, easy growing 
habits and the profusion of lovely deep 
purple-blue flowers. Nothing is handsomer 
than a group of three to six of these plants 
in full bloom. 

PINK BEAUTY was the gift that started 
my collection, and it is still a great favorite. 
A clear, attractive color, it is one of the 
best pinks, I think. And it is certainly easy 
to grow. Its bloom is constant. It likes a 
little more sun—not too hot—than most 
saintpaulias will tolerate. 

WHITE FRINGETTE is my final selection, 
though I looked regretfully through other 
whites, the reds and some handsome speci- 
mens with girl foliage as their chief attrac- 
tion. Every collection must have some 
whites—for their own beauty and to accent 
the colors of the other plants. I chose 
WHITE FRINGETTE for its beauty and grace 
of flower and foliage and for its willingness 
to bloom. 

I must mention 
Lyon’s PINK CLOUD 
FRINGETTE. I have not had them long 
enough to know their habits, but they are 
very beautiful, and I predict a great future 
for them.

I FEEL GUILTY when called upon to select 


five African-violet “favorites” from my col- 
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lection of more than a hundred plants all 
grown in my Florida room. 

VIKING was my very first plant—an older 
variety, to be sure, but hardy. Its glossy, 
plain-to-quilted foliage, red-backed accord- 
ing to season and type of fertilizer, and its 
approximately twenty-five strong blue- 
rurple blooms all year long held high 
above the symmetrical, 18-inch rosette, 
make it a most desirable variety for any- 
one. 

SNow PRINCE, another of my first plants, 
is well shaped, has light green ovate leaves 
and dollar-size white blossoms. There 
are thirty-eight to forty at its February 
peak, glistening in the early morning sun. 
I refer to this plant as “old faithful” and 
use it frequently for demonstration with 
talks or at displays. 

AZURE BEAUTY, my show-stopper, is 23 
inches in diameter, a handsome Supreme 
or Amazon type plant with a multitude of 
variegated blue and white double blos- 
soms, 7 to 8 on a stem. I marvel that 
they could possibly stand erect until the 
last bud opens. This plant reacts more 
guickly to “jolt” feedings than any I 
ever had. 

Then there’s SAILOR GIRL, 
some crenate, girl leaves 
baby blue blossoms. The symmetry is 
perfect. People want this plant for the 
foliage alone, and it is a conversation 
piece in a silver bowl as a table arrange- 
ment. 

And there’s Sir LANCELOT—good av- 
erage foliage and such a vigorous grower 
one has to watch carefully to keep it 
single crowned. The lavender blossoms, 
in good quantity and tipped in knightly 
purple velvet, make it one of the prettiest 
bicolor varieties I've ever seen. The blos- 
som develops to | inch in size. 

All of these have won blue ribbons 
for me. They have eye and heart appeal, 
and selected as my favorites today.

OTHING YOU CAN GROW in the 
greenhouse will give so much

There is a vast dependable assortment 

from which to choose and they will

Most of the tender bulbs can go in 
now; the hardier ones can be put in 
any time up through November, but 
be sure to get your order placed early 
to insure getting good-quality bulbs of 
the varieties you want. 


Tender Bulbs 


The tender and half-hardy bulbs, such 
as amaryllis, nerine, freesia, ranunculus, 
anemone and most members of the lily 
family, must not be permitted to freeze. 
You can set the pots under the benches 
or, if you like, you can start them right 
in the greenhouse benches. 

First, there is the glory-lily (Gloriosa 
rothschildiana), which has beautiful, 
rich-toned, gold and crimson blooms on 
long climbing stems. The petals of the 
bloom curve back, accenting the sta- 
mens. The glory-lily is very popular for 
Tubers started in December 
or January will bloom by March. Grow 
them at 60°. When flowering is over 
and the foliage turns yellow, the tubers 
can be taken up and stored dry till fall. 

Veltheimia viridifolia is always en- 
joyable for its shiny, attractive sword- 


corsages. 


shaped leaves and its dense racemes 
of yellow flowers tinged with red. The 
blooms resemble those of the red hot 
poker (tritoma). If bulbs are started 
in November or December, they wil! 
be in bloom in early or late spring 
Bulbs should be grown at 50°. After 
flowering, continue to grow the bulbs 
in full sun; when the leaves turn yellow 
and die back, dry bulbs completely 
For a smaller bulb plant there is the 
Cape cowslip (lachenalia). It has oe1- 
shaped blooms arranged in tiers along 
a scape about 9 inches long. There are 
both erect and pendulous varieties and 
these are available in a wide range of 
colors. The Cape cowslip is excellent 
when grown in pots or hanging baskets. 
Bulbs planted in August or September 
are set in a coldframe to make growth 
until November or December. At this 
time bring the bulbs into the greenhouse 
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and grow at 50°. Drafts should be 
avoided when growing _lachenalia. 
When the leaves die back, leave the 
bulbs in the pots and store until August. 

Ixia blooms from February on. The 
flowers come in a great range of colors 


and because of their long stems make | 


excellent cut flowers. The blooms are 


often emphasized by a dark marking | 


at the base of the petals. Grow in a 


cool greenhouse, 45° to 50°. After | 


flowering, bulbs should be stored dry 


until the following August, when they | 


can be forced again. 

Tulbaghia is practically everbloom- 
ing, having clusters of attractive star- 
shaped lavender-blooms on long stems. 
It is easy to grow and does well year 
after year. 

Ornithogaium is fast becoming a 


favorite for its fragrant clusters of cup- | 


shaped blooms, ranging from white to 


yellow. Ornithogalum is an excellent, | 
long-lasting flower blooming in mid- | 
winter when you appreciate flowers | 
most. After flowers are gone, keep | 


foliage growing and dry off the bulbs 


gradually in the same pots. Then they | 


can be repotted and grown again the 
following season. Grow at 55° to 60°.

The English Ivy 
Keeps Changing Faces 


t 


WILLIAMSANA, a new sport of the variety, Glacier, has medium-sized gray-green 
leaves with white margins. Unlike many variegated sorts, Williamsana grows vigorously.

EDERA HELIX OR ENGLISH Ivy is 
one of the most creative plants in 
nature! Ever since it burst into 
various mutations in the 1920's, when 
the first self-branching forms were 
noticed, ivy has amazed us with the 
many unusual forms it can assume. 
Three very fine ivies come from 
Keith E. Williams, a wholesale florist 
of Springfield, Ohio. Mr. Williams is 
the originator of the popular variety, 
TELECURL. WILLIAMSANA is a Variegated 
sport of GLACIER but with more uni- 
form variegation and medium-sized 
leaves which curl downward. Margins 
are white and the centers, an attractive 
green and gray-green. Well-clothed 
stems give this variety a luxurious ap- 
pearance. Unlike some _ variegated 
kinds, WILLIAMSANA is very thrifty. 
Mr. Williams’ IVALACE is a most en- 
chanting ivy. The medium-sized bright 
green leaves are five-lobed and the mar- 
gins are finely crimped, making the 
edging look like fine lace. The young 
branches, which are produced freely, 
stand upright until 7 or 8 inches long. 
The third variety is BiG DEAL. This 
is really one of the most unusual ivies 
I have ever seen. It doesn’t even look 
like an ivy! The leaves are over 2 inches 
across and are rounded in shape exactly 
like those of a geranium. In fact, the 
first few plants were sold under the 
name, GERANIUM. The veins are prom- 
inent, radiating from the bases to the 


margins. The edges are puckered just 
as if gathered on a thread underneath. 
Karl Frey, a florist in Lima, Ohio, 
has a brand new ivy that is now being 
mentioned in print for the first time. 
It is so new that it will not be in suf- 
ficient supply for sale until later in the 
year. This ivy, which I have had the 
privilege of naming SPOTLIGHT, is a 
sport of Mr. Frey’s fine and unusual 
variety, GARLAND. The attention is im- 
mediately focused on this ivy because of 
its amazing top growth. The branches 
almost tumble over each other as they 
emerge from a stem that has been 
pinched only once. The top is very full 
and mounded. The bright green leaves 
are Ovate, up to 242 inches long, prom- 
inently veined, overlapping and closely 
underlaid by clusters of smaller leaves 
which fill in the spaces between nodes. 
A slight puckering makes _ highlights 
on the foliage. It is a fast grower and 
should prove useful in many ways. 
Within the last year the large whole- 
sale firm of Weber Nurseries in Los 
Angeles, California, has introduced, 
without any fanfare, two new _ ivies 
which are fast becoming popular. As 
the originators of Gotp Dust and 
JUBILEE, to mention two of their best, 
you can be sure that these new varieties 
are of exceptional merit. Weber's 
CALIFORNIA GOLD is a gold variegated 
sport of CALIFORNIA. It is notable be- 
Cause it never reverts to a single strand 


ivy; it grows strongly on its own roots 
but requires heavy feeding to bring out 
the true variegation. As we do not have 
many gold ivies in this country, CALI- 
FORNIA GOLD will fill a real need. 

Weber’s other new ivy is named 
LANCELOT. This is a sport of GLACIER 
with the same coloring, green and white, 
but with distinguishing, clean-cut, spear- 
head-shaped leaves. 

Hah Introductions 

The great firm of Louis Hahn and 
Son of Pittsburgh, can be depended 
upon for a steady supply of new and 
noteworthy ivies. Their newest are 
GREEN RIPPLE, SHAMROCK and IM- 
PROVED SYLVANIA BEAUTY. GREEN 
RIPPLE is hardy and vigorous and makes 
rapid, compact growth. The leaves are 
small but they are produced in abund- 
ance on upright growth that begins to 
recline when 3 or 4 inches high. Many 
smaller leaves arise at the base of the 
main ones, filling in the stem in a 
pleasing way. The leaves have a very 
pointed apex and a glossy surface and 
are prominently veined. 

SHAMROCK is quite distinct and de- 
rives its name from the fact that it has 
three lobes, which are often almost 
equal in size. They are small to medium 
and have raised veins on a partially 
raised surface. A profusion of leaves 
arises from the many small branches. 

IMPROVED SYLVANIA BEAUTY has fo- 
liage that overlaps. The leaves are rough- 
ly cordate, 242 to 3 inches long and

H. canariensis are known in the florist 
trade as Algerian ivies. The GHos1 
TREE ivy has extremely thick, tough 
leaves. In fact they feel almost like 
leather. | would say that they are twice 
as thick as those of the ordinary “Al- 
gerians”; I have both the plain and the 
variegated CANARY CREAM Algerian 
growing on palm trees in our yard and 
so have been able to make comparisons. 
The variegation of the tree ivy is the 
same as that of viridis; it differs from 
CANARY CREAM in that the white part 
is not strictly marginal but is dispersed 
in large cream- or ivory-colored areas 
on a light green background. 

In large sizes the GHOST TREE is a 
stunning decorative accent yet in any 
size it is most attractive as a pot plant. 
The introducers have specimens 10 
feet high growing in 14-inch tubs. 


The Culture of Ivy 


One of the outstanding characteristics 
of ivy is the ease with which it propa- 
gates. New plants can be started easily 
from cuttings taken at almost any time 
of year; the cooler periods, however, 
are preferable. Tip cuttings root easily 
but do not develop very fast. Short 
pieces, known as mallet cuttings, with 


only one strong node and having poten- 
tial roots below a tuft of leaves, do 
nicely; so do longer cuttings of older 
wood. Sometimes a long branch can 
be pegged down on the propagating 
medium and new plants cut out of the 
line as soon as roots form. 

Attacks of pests and diseases are very 
infrequent. In the dry winter heat of a 
home, aphids and spider mites may ap- 
pear occasionally if the plants do not 
have a weekly bath; but they are easily 
killed with insecticides. 

Aphids cause distorted and 
secrete a sticky fluid on new growth, 
while spider mites cause a paling of the 
leaves and sometimes make a fine web- 
bing that is visible on the undersides of 
the leaves. Nicotine will dispose of 
aphids, and malathion will eradicate 
both aphids and spider mites. 

When scale attacks ivy, the plants 
lose their vigor and may die back. The 
tan, circular, pin-head scales seen on the 
undersides of the leaves, can be eradi- 
cated by a spray of an emulsion oil 
such as Volck. This should be done in 
cool weather. Two or three malathion 
sprays in spring are also recommended 
for good control.

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Shrubs for Trying Weather 


[FROM PAGE 47] The most talked about 
shrub in early autumn is the winged 
euonymus (Euonymus alatus) from 
northeastern Asia, a shapely wide- 
spreading bush claiming a distinctive 
bright pink or rosy red leaf color un- 
rivalled among woody plants. Mass 
groupings produce breath-taking color 
displays and even a single specimen will 
brighten an entire area. In full sunlight 
the coloring is obviously more intense 
although partial shade does not detract 
appreciably from its brilliance. Un- 
usual corky winged branches attract 
attention after the leaves have fallen 
and furnish interest throughout the 
winter. Space limitations may neces- 
sitate use of the lower growing (6 feet) 
compact winged euonymus (E. alatus 
compactus), a more densely branched 
shrub with deeper red fall coloring. 

A native shrub of the southern Al- 
leghenies which first found favor in 
England and was not appreciated in 
our Own country until the early part 
of the present century is fhe large 
fothergilla or spring scent (Fothergilla 
major), a relative of the witch-hazels 
growing into an erect branched bush 
8 feet high. While especially prominent 
in spring when peculiar sweet scented, 
white, bottle-brush-like flowers bedeck 
its branches and in October when the 
rounded, deeply veined leaves exhibit 
a color range starting with the yellows 
and blending into orange, red and pur- 
ple, good summer foliage and a shapely 
form assures there will be no lagging 
of interest at other times. 

To the witch-hazels goes the honor of 
both opening and closing the blossom- 
ing season in midwestern gardens. The 
bright yellow fall-appearing flowers of 
the common witch-hazel (Hamamelis 
virginiana) are already well known, but 
to many the vernal witch-hazel (H. ver- 
nalis) from the Ozarks is a complete 
stranger. Only a few mild days are 
necessary to bring its peculiar, narrow- 
petaled gold or reddish terra-cotta- 
colored flowers into bloom, an event 
oftentimes occurring as early as Janu- 
ary. They have a pungent, woodsy 
scent which is especially appreciated 
so early in the year. Large bright green 
leaves give this species a somewhat 
bolder appearance than the common 
witch-hazel, though its growth charac- 
teristics are quite similar. It is adapted 
to any moist, well drained location 
open to spring sunshine. 

Always a favorite of those who are 
acquainted with it is the Alpine Japan- 
ese flowering quince (Chaenomeles 
japonica alpina), a very dependable 
dwarf which can always be counted 
on to stay within bounds. Flat-topped 
and twiggy, it forms a broad uniform 
mass never over 2'2 feet in height. Its 
orange scarlet flowers being of a some- 
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what dazzling hue, it requires a care- 
ful choice of companion plants. 
Unfortunately the semi-evergreen 
rock cotoneaster (Cotoneaster horizon- | 
talis) and its varieties are tender over | 
much of the area, but in their place | 
may be grown several similar forms. | 
The early cotoneaster (C. adpressa prae- 
cox) from China is one of the most 
dependable of these, a 2-foot shrub of 
more mounded habit of growth, but 
with equally good looking, glossy leaves 
and liberal quantities of large red fruit. | 
Everyone who sees it is attracted | 
by the compactness and foliage density | 
of the dwarf Alps honeysuckle (Loni- 
cera alpigena nana), a 4-foot shrub 
from the mountains of Central and 
Southern Europe. Rarely encountered 
outside of botanical collections, its 
many good qualities still await the 
wider recognition it deserves. The uni- 
formity of its contour is especially note- 
worthy and there is a crisp freshness 
to its bold-textured, dark green leaves 
most satisfying during the hot days of 
summer. Overlooking the rather medi- | 
ocre floral display in May, we find 
more interest in the summer-produced, 
oval red berries, and in the twiggy 
branch structure so noticeable in winter. 
The Alpine currant (Ribes alpinum), 
universally recognized as one of the 
most dependable low shrubs for shaded 
areas, is now available in a dwarf 
form. The epitome of daintiness, the 
variety known as the early Alpine cur- 
rant (R. alpinum pumilum) does not 
grow over 18 or 20 inches tall, and 
forms a dense globe of fine textured 
foliage. Its yellow flowers in spring are 
inconspicuous but there is a jewel-like 
quality about its miniature sparkling 
red fruit. 
In all but the colder parts of the re- 
gion the Korean littleleaf boxwood 
(Buxus microphylla koreana) is a pos- 
sibility, one of the few broad-leaved 
evergreens tolerant of midwestern con- 
ditions. True, its foliage is much smaller 
than ordinary boxwood and without the 
latter’s permanent green color, but the 
mere fact that its leaves are evergreen 
is sufficient reason for commendation. 
It should be explained that the winter 
browning of the foliage is a normal re- 
action which in no way affects the re- 


gaining of its light green coloring the | 


following spring.
